He  thinks 
that  Owen  must  have  been  misin- 
terpreted in  saying  that  he  didn't 
like  football.  He  said  in  no  uncertain 
terms  that  he  loved  football.  During 
the  last  few  weeks  of  the  season  he 
admitted  that  the  practice  sessions 
became  a  bit  tiresome  and  he  often 
felt  that  he  would  have  been  as  well 
off  without  practice.  He  feels  that 
football  is  played  for  an  ideal,  this 
ideal  making  the  team  work  as  it 
never  would  for  anything  else.  Pe- 
cuniary ideals  are  nothing  compared 
to  the  college  man's  ideals  and  the 
games  as  the  professionals  play  it  is 
not  football  and  should  not  be  so 
called.  He  saw  Grange  play  in 
Boston  and  saw  nothing  in  the  game 
as  he  played  it.  He  then  awarded 
varsity  letters,  to  the  following:

Captain  Ken- 
ney thanked'  the  team  and  supporters 
for  their  help,  lauded  the  scrubs  for 
their  work  in  the  development  of  the 
varsity.

EDITORIAL 


How  easy  it  is  for  us  wrapped  up 
in  our  school  life,  going  through  our 
little  round  of  life  day  by  day,  to 
lose  sight  of  history  in  the  making 
about  us.  The  study  of  current 
events  is  an  important  thing,  some- 
thing that  should  not  be  overlooked. 
But  the  study  of  contemporary  hist- 
ory is  one  subject  that  we  do  not  find 
listed  in  the  curriculums  of  prepara- 
tory schools.  Nevertheless,  we  owe 
it  to  ourselves  not  to  overlook  these 
things,  and  in  the  future  there  will 
appear  in  the  Archon  from  time  to 
time  brief  summaries  of  the  more  im- 
portant  events    in    current   history. 

The  most  important  of  interna- 
tional consequence  this  fall  was  the 
Security  Pact  Conference  at  Locarno 
in  Switzerland.  Representatives  from 
Great  Britain,  France,  Belgium,  Italy, 
and  Germany  met  to  discuss  the 
drafts  of  a  security  pact  drawn  up 
by  experts  in  London.  The  results 
were  highly  successful,  and  at  the 
last  "Germany  is  to  be  put  on  a  plane 
of  equality  with  the  other  nations". 
A  treaty  was  signed  and  ratified  by 
which  the  Allied  demands  were  to 
evacuate  the  Cologne  zone,  Germany 
was  to  meet  the  Allied  demands  on 
disarmament,  the  Allies  were  to  turn 
the  supervisions  of  military  control  in 
Germany  over  to  a  League  board  on 
which  Germany  was  to  be  represent- 
ed, and  Germany  was  to  be  given  a 
place  in  the  League  of  Nations. 

The  Foreign  Minister  of  France 
says  that  "the  Treaty  of  Locarno 
would  be  nothing  if  it  did  not  mean 
that  the  German  and  French  nations 


3Zews  of  Urtterest 


Which  shall  we  have,  the  profes- 
sional coach  or  a  teacher  coach?  That 
is  a  question  which  many  schools  are 
attempting  to  decide  in  this  day  of 
much  disputed  emphasis  of  football. 
As  we  have  had  both  at  Duramer 
Academy  we  are  in  a  position  to 
know  something  of  the  relative  ad- 
vantages and  disadvantages  of  each. 

The  professional  coach  makes  his 
living  by  coaching,  in  part  at  least. 
His  business  is  to  turn  out  winning- 
teams.  His  salary  as  a  football  coach  | 
(Upends  upon  his  ability  to  win  year 
after  year.  His  attitude  toward  the 
players  is  one  of  complete  disinterest- 
edness aside  from  football.  The  char- 
acter of  the  players!  their  scholastic 
standing,  so  long  as  they  are  allowed 
to  play;  the  developement  of  all  on 
the  squad  physically, — these  the  pro- 
fessional coach  is  not  interested  in. 
Furthermore,  the  impression  created 
on  the  part  of  the  players  by  the 
knowledge  that  the  professional  coach 
is  paid  much  more  highly  than  the 
teachers  in  the  school  is  that  ath- 
letics are  of  more  importance  than 
studies;  that  making  the  football  or 
baseball  team  is  more  important  than 
entering  college  with  a  firm  found- 
ation in  studies.  We  are  inclined  to 
think,  also,  that  the  professional 
coach  is  not  inclined  to  stress  sports- 
manship and  clean  playing  as  much 
as  the  teacher  coach  to  whom  ath- 
letics are  but  one  means  of  develop- 
ine   a    boy's   character    and    body. 

To  the  professional  coach,  the 
game  is  the  end.  To  the  teacher 
coach,  the  game  is  but  a  testing  of 
skill,  of  character,  of  courage — as 
much  a  part  of  education  as  the  class- 
room work.  In  the  case  of  the  for- 
mer, football  players  are  developed, 
and  that  is  enough.  In  the  case  of 
the  latter,  men  are  developed — which 
is,  we   think,  more    important. 

Much  of  what  we  have  said  does 
not  apply  to  some  professional 
coaches.  There  are,  among  the  list 
of  professional  coaches,  many  who 
regard  their  profession  in  its  true 
light  and  are  a  credit  to  the  game 
and  to  their  school.  But  we  do  think 
that  the  boys  gain  clearer  sense  of 
proportion;  are  more  widely  and  fully 
developed,  and  achieve  more  of  lasting 
value  under  the  teacher  coach  than 
under   the    professional    coach.
